The first page of any 
filing with the FCC should state, in the heading, "Comments in Response to 
PRB-1". Send an original and four copies to: The Secretary, FCC, 
Washington, D.C. 20554. Comments should iterate any experience you have 
had with antenna restrictions, and time and expenses incident thereto. If 
the FCC denies the ARRL's request, there is the danger that local 
authorities will be emboldened to increase regulatory pressure on amateur 
radio. We URGENTLY need the FCC to act favorably in this matter. WRITE!!
